Aruban bom electrical engi¬ 
neer Dr. Edward Cheung, a 
specialist in robotics, just ce¬ 
lebrated 20 years with 
NASA, a large portion of it as 
Principal Engineer of the 
Hubble Space Telescope 
Service Project. For some 
years, he has been sharing his 
experiences and eye-witness 
accounts of historic events 
with his fellow islanders, and 
again is giving THE MORN¬ 
ING NEWS his insider’s 
point of view of the final 
manned space flight to the In¬ 
ternational Space Station, 
(ISS) with Space Shuttle At¬ 
lantis, scheduled for 11:20 
AM today. On completion of 


this mission 
STS-135, the last 
of the three ac¬ 
tive orbiters will 
be retired and 
take a place in 
the Kennedy 
Space Center 
Visitor Complex 
in Florida. 

Dr. Cheung 
arrived at Ken¬ 
nedy on July 5, 
after a brief visit 
two weeks ago to 
affirm that new 
equipment from 
his department 
was safely in¬ 
stalled on the 
shuttle and all 
systems are a go. Since the 
final Hubble Mission in 
2009, Ed and his team have 
redirected their skills towards 
a new project, and he now 
holds the title of Robotic Re¬ 
fueling Mission Electrical 
Lead, Jackson & Tull/NASA 
Goddard Space Flight Center. 
The team has devised robo¬ 
tics that will allow satellites 
to be refueled in space and 
also affect repairs, thus ex¬ 
tending their life. “This is, in 
my opinion, most definitely 
the future of NASA, for 
now,” he told THE MORN¬ 
ING NEWS.

Financial Institutions sign historic 
protocol with Government 




Late Tuesday afternoon 
Prime Minister Eman, Minis¬ 
ters de Meza and Winklaar- 
Hooyboer in name of the 
Government of Amba, signed 
a historic protocol with the 
Financial Institutions of 
Amba. Said financial institu¬ 
tions consisted of the Amban 
banks, insurance companies 
and the Amban Investment 
Bank. The signing of the 
protocol was the result of 
several intensive meetings 
held on two ocassions be¬ 
tween representatives of the 
government and the financial 
institutions 

The Prime Minister, who 
appeared extremely pleased, 
explained exactly what this 
important protocol entails. 
He remarked that it is now 
high time that small and 
medium size businesses have 
access to financing with 
greater ease. The protocol 
clearly details how this will 
be accomplished. 

Eman is of the opinion 
that there should be a type of 
guarantee fund for small and 
medium size businesses. 
Such a fund would make 
funds available to investors 
via a financial guarantee. All 
the parties agreed to arrange 
for the creation of such a 
fund. 

They will institute a so- 
called Stadsherstel NV with 


the objective of obtaining, re¬ 
newing the rent of monumen¬ 
tal buildings and other 
buildings of historic value on 
Aruba. They will restore 
these buildings and so revita¬ 
lize the city center. Stadsher¬ 
stel NV is a private concern 
of stakeholders. 

The Government and the 
Financial Institutions will es¬ 
tablish a foundation Civic 
Responsibility of Amban 
Youth with the objective of 
promoting civic responsibi¬ 
lity and community involve¬ 
ment among Amban youth. 
This foundation will promote 
values and norms and civic 
values in our community. 

In a proactive manner our 
commercial banks will pro¬ 
mote financial competitive¬ 


ness among their existing 
clients and new clients so as 
to create new opportunities 
for new businesses and to en¬ 
sure economic growth which 
will spark a positive eco¬ 
nomic perspective. 

The government and the 
Fiancial Institutions will pro¬ 
mote and actively participate 
in recruiting young people 
for work, the organization of 
job markets and other events. 
They will encourage young 
people who have completed 
their studies abroad to return 
to the island to work here on 
their own island. 

The signing of this proto¬ 
col is considered, by ob¬ 
servers, another majestic 
milestone for the Mike Eman 
government.

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Dutch court gives Rwandan 
life for genocide-era crimes 


THE HAGUE,(AFP) - A 
Dutch appeals court on Thurs¬ 
day sentenced a Rwandan cit¬ 
izen living in The Netherlands 
to life in prison for war crimes 
committed during the Rwan¬ 
dan genocide in 1994. 

Joseph Mpambara, 43, was 
found guilty of having carried 
out an attack on a Protestant 
church where Tutsis had fled. 
The lower court, which sen¬ 
tenced him to 20 years in 
prison, had previously acquit¬ 
ted him on this charge. 

Because he was now con¬ 
victed of the attack, Mpam- 
bara’s crimes have been 
qualified as war crimes, which 
was not upheld by a lower 
court. 

Mpambara was also con¬ 
victed by the appeals court of 
torture causing the deaths of 
two Tutsi mothers and their 
four children on April 13, 
1994, upholding a previous 
lower court conviction. 
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Mpambara was also found 
guilty of detaining a German- 
Rwandan couple and their 
baby on April 27, 1994, for 
several hours. The court or¬ 
dered Mpambara to pay the 
couple 1,360 euros in dam¬ 
ages. 

Added the judge: "You 
showed no compassion for the 
Tutsis" while testimony was 
being heard during the appeal. 

Worse, the judge added, the 
Rwandan has "stuck to your 
opinion that the victims de¬ 
served their fate." 

Both the prosecution, 
which asked for life in jail, 
and Mpambara, who pleaded 
not guilty, appealed the lower 
court's decision. 

Mpambara was tried in The 
Netherlands as part of an 
agreement between several 


European countries and the In¬ 
ternational Criminal Tribunal 
for Rwanda (ICTR) under 
which they try genocide sus¬ 
pects in their national courts. 

The country also has a law 
which allows it to try people 
for suspected war crimes if the 
person lived in The Nether¬ 
lands. 

The son of a wealthy fam¬ 
ily, Mpambara had been living 
in The Netherlands since 1998 
although his request for asy¬ 
lum was refused. The Dutch 
authorities detained him in 
2006. 

He was the first Rwandan 
to be condemned in The 
Netherlands for crimes during 
the genocide in which 800,000 
Tutsis and moderate Hutus 
died, according to United Na¬ 
tions estimates. 


Worker dies in Dutch 
soccer stadium collapse 



ENSCHEDE(AFP)- One construction worker has been 
killed and at least 13 others have been injured in a sta¬ 
dium collapse in the Netherlands. The FC Twente stadium 
in Enschede was undergoing renovation work.Police said 
the collapse was likely related to construction work that 
was under way at the stadium. Workers were the only 
people in the complex at the time of the accident.Seating 
at the stadium was being expanded to 30,000, a project 
which is scheduled to be completed by August 1 - in time 
for the start of the new season.At least two of the victims 
were suffering from serious injuries, said den Oudsten. 
Ten people were taken to a local hospital, while authori¬ 
ties continued their search for people still trapped under 
the rubble. 


Tropical wave trengthens 



The tropical wave that is causing showers across most of 
South Florida today has become slightly stronger and more 
organized this afternoon, according to the National Hurri¬ 
cane Center. Upper level winds, however, are likely to keep 
the system from growing organized enough to turn into a 
tropical depression as it moves west or northwestward 
across the Gulf of Mexico. Rain is expected to cover the en¬ 
tire Southwest Florida. Radar and satellite images show 
storms just about everywhere but here. There is plenty of 
cloud cover making the skies look dark an ominous. Ibiseye 
also shows the system, along with a broad satellite view of 
moisture coverage across the Caribbean and Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico. Another tropical wave is southeast of the Windward Is¬ 
lands. Hurricane forecasters expect those thunderstorms to 
move west across South America without developing into 
any sort of organized system. The hurricane center put 
chances for development at 10 percent at 2 p.m. today. 


News of the World: 
one scandal too far 


LONDON, (AFP) - Media 
mogul Rupert Murdoch killed 
off the News of the World in a 
shock move Thursday as a spi¬ 
ralling scandal over phone 
hacking at the British tabloid 
threatened to infect the rest of 
his empire. 

In a fittingly sensational fi¬ 
nale, the 168-year-old paper 
will print its last edition on 
Sunday after claims that it 
hacked the phones of a mur¬ 
dered girl and the families of 
dead soldiers, and that it paid 


police for stories. 

The final edition would be 
free of advertising and proceeds 
would go "to causes and chari¬ 
ties that wish to expose their 
good works to our millions of 
readers", he said in a statement. 

One devastated staff mem¬ 
ber said the announcement 
went off like a "nuclear bomb" 
in the offices of Britain's sec¬ 
ond biggest selling newspaper, 
whose diet of kiss-and-tell sto¬ 
ries sold 2.7 million copies a 
week.

Prior to launch, Ed and some 
of his crew have been situated 
in the press tent, demonstrating 
the purpose of their new equip¬ 
ment; he will do duty as a pre¬ 
senter in the “Tweet Tent” 
during STS-135. NASA has in¬ 
vited around 150 individuals 
from all walks of life to 
“tweet” breaking news to all 
their followers and friends dur¬ 
ing the Atlantis launch. Ed will 
be on hand to explain exactly 
what is happening to ob¬ 
servers. Prior to going to press 
yesterday, he expressed some 
thoughts to the launch being 
postponed to either Saturday or 
Sunday, depending on when 
the decision is made. “We just 
got pretty inundated here with 
a major thunderstorm,” he re¬ 


ported. “In my 
opinion, a post¬ 
ponement of the 
launch is very 
much a possibility, 
as they are pre¬ 
dicting more of 
this weather. I 
can’t speak for 
certain at this 
point, as the deci¬ 
sion is an hour to 
hour thing.” 

He described the 
area around 
Kennedy Space 
Center prior to this 
final STS-135 
mission as 

“chaotic. We are 
expecting a mil¬ 
lion people coming here to ex¬ 
perience this last chance to see 
a rocket launch first hand. The 
Press Tent is just a beehive of 
activity; media, spectators, we 
have been very busy explain¬ 
ing and demonstrating our ro¬ 
botics.” While securing their 
new equipment to the Atlantis, 
the crew had a bit of fun; Ed 
made his mark and that of 
Aruba in the form of graffiti on 
one of the interior hulls.

Natives decry first pipeline 
to Canada's Pacific coast 


CANADA — Aboriginals 
fearing a spill are threatening 
to try again to block Canada's 
first pipeline connecting the 
rich oil fields of Alberta to 
the Pacific Coast aiming to 
reach new markets in Asia. 

Pipeline giant Enbridge 
has hinted in recent months it 
would soon receive a nod 
from the federal government 
to finally start construction of 
its Northern Gateway project, 
which has been postponed 
several times in the past 
decade due to financial set¬ 
backs and environmental 
concerns of regulators. 

The project would see up 
to 525,000 barrels of crude 
oil from Alberta's oil sands 


piped 1,125 kilometers (700 
miles) daily through the 
Rocky Mountains to an ocean 
terminal in Kitimat, British 
Columbia. 

Coastal residents fear an 
eventual spill will devastate 
the pristine maritime environ¬ 
ment of British Columbia's 
north coast, its temperate rain 
forests and abundance of ma¬ 
rine life, and despite En- 
bridge's environmental safety 
assurances are vowing to 
fight it. 

Canada has the third 
largest oil reserves in the 
world, much of it in the 
black, gooey sands of north¬ 
ern Alberta's Athabasca re¬ 
gion. 


SKorea's LG touts Optimus 
3D smartphone for gaming 



SEOUL, South Korea — LG 
Electronics is touting 3-D smart¬ 
phones as an alternative to ded¬ 


icated handheld game devices. 

The company launched its 
LG Optimus 3-D phone yes¬ 
terday in South Korea after 
beginning a global release 
last month covering more 
than 60 markets including 
Spain and Britain. No special 
glasses are required to view 
3-D content on the phone. 

Park Jong-seok, CEO of 
LG's mobile communications 
business, said that 3-D smart¬ 
phones such as the Optimus 
can hold their own against 
dedicated handheld gaming 
platforms. 


Internet security firm 
warn of computer 
infections 

Hackers infected comput¬ 
ers, derailed websites, and 
plundered networks in a 
memorably miserable quar¬ 
ter, according to a report re¬ 
leased Wednesday by 
Internet security firm Pan- 
daLabs. 

Hacking groups Lulz Se¬ 
curity and Anonymous 
caused "widespread may¬ 
hem" during the three 
months ending June 30, and 
malicious software "spread 
substantially," according to 
the research unit of Spain- 
based Panda Security. 

"This quarter has been 
one of the worst on record," 
PandaLabs said in a quar¬ 
terly security report. 

"The number of attacks 
suffered by businesses and 
large organizations has set 
alarm bells ringing as sys¬ 
tems and companies that 
until now were considered 
'hack-proof have fallen vic¬ 
tim to cyber-crime," the re¬ 
port continued. 

Hacking victims have 
ranged from the International 
Monetary Fund and the US 
Defense Department to Sony, 
SEGA and Citigroup. 

While computer net¬ 
works were cracked for mo¬ 
tivations apparently 

political, financial, or mis¬ 
chievous there was a signif¬ 
icant spread of viruses to 
computers in homes around 
the world, according to Pan¬ 
daLabs.

Bahamas bans shark fishing 



NASSAU- The Bahamas this 
week announced a ban on shark 
fishing, becoming the latest 
country to protect the ancient 
sea predator which is consid¬ 
ered at risk due to demand for 
its fins in Chinese cuisine. 

The Atlantic Ocean archi¬ 
pelago said it was banning 
the commercial fishing of 
sharks in its 243,000 square 
miles (630,000 square kilo¬ 
meters) of water, along with 
the sale, import or export of 
shark products. 

"People say, 'Why are you 
supporting sharks? They just 
eat people and eat other fish.' 
But in fact there's a lot more 
to sharks than that," said Neil 
McKinney, president of the 
Bahamas National Trust, 
which manages the country's 
resources. 


"They desperately need 
protection if we're not going 
to drive them to extinction," 
he told reporters in the cap¬ 
ital Nassau, pointing to the 
"extremely important" role 
that sharks play in balanc¬ 
ing the ecosystem. 

The US-based Pew En¬ 
vironment group has cam¬ 
paigned around the world to 
encourage shark protection. 
Before The Bahamas, Hon¬ 
duras, Maldives and Palau 
have also declared sanctuar¬ 
ies for sharks. 

Environmentalists say that 
around 73 million sharks are 
killed each year, generally by 
hacking off their fins, which 
can fetch lucrative prices as 
they are served in Chinese 
soups as a delicacy. 

The Bahamas in 1993 
banned long-line fishing, 
which has largely prevented 
shark fishing. But no specific 
law prohibited the commercial 
killing of sharks and environ¬ 
mentalists pressed for action 
after a seafood company last 
year said it would start catch¬ 
ing the predator for export.

German parliament upholds genetic 
testing of embryos 



German lawmakers upheld 
Thursday the right of would- 
be parents to genetically test 
embryos after in vitro fertili¬ 
sation in certain cases in a 
move welcomed by doctors 
but criticised by church lead¬ 
ers. 

The Bundestag lower 
house of parliament voted to 
allow so-called pre-implanta¬ 
tion genetic diagnosis of em¬ 
bryos when one of the 
partners had a serious heredi¬ 
tary disease in the family. 

Each case will also be sub¬ 
ject to review by an ethics 


commission and mandate 
counselling for the concerned 
couple before testing can be 
carried out. 

Parliament took up the del¬ 
icate issue after a federal court 
last year allowed testing by 
partners with a genetic predis¬ 
position to serious illnesses. 

Such testing, which is ex¬ 
pected to apply to a few hun¬ 
dred cases each year, had long 
been outlawed in Germany. 

After a three-and-a-half- 
hour, at times emotional de¬ 
bate, 326 deputies cast their 
ballots in favour of allowing 


genetic testing versus 260 
who called for a strict ban. 
Eight abstained. 

The head of the German 
Medical Association, Frank 
Ulrich Montgomery, stressed 
that such testing would in no 
way become routine in cases 
of in vitro fertilisation, or used 
for sex selection. 

But the chairman of the 
Episcopal Conference, Roman 
Catholic Archbishop Robert 
Zollitsch, slammed the vote as 
"a violation of the principle of 
respecting human dignity" en¬ 
shrined in Germany’s Basic 
Law. 

Deputy Wolfgang Zoeller 
of the conservative Christian 
Social Union, who voted 
against the law, said he feared 
it would set a standard that 
would lead to discrimination 
against disabled children. 

"Parents should not have 
to apologise if they do not 
have a so-called perfect baby," 
he said. 


Smoking bans on the rise but 
more needed: WHO

SMOKING 

NO FUMAR 


Anti-smoking measures have 
become so widespread that 
they now affect some 3.8 bil¬ 
lion people — just over half the 
world’s population, the World 
Health Organization said 
Thursday. 

But the WHO called for 
more action, warning that to¬ 


bacco use could kill a billion 
people or more over the course 
of the 21st century "unless ur¬ 
gent action is taken." 

The WHO Report on the 
Global Tobacco Epidemic was 
launched in Uruguay as the 
health body sought to high¬ 
light the country's legislation 
against smoking that now 
faces a lawsuit by tobacco 
giant Philip Morris. 

"The tobacco epidemic 
continues to expand because 
of ongoing tobacco industry 
marketing, population growth 
in countries where tobacco use 
is increasing, and the extreme 
addictiveness of tobacco that 
makes it difficult for people to 
stop smoking once they start," 
said Ala Alwan, WHO assis¬ 
tant director-general for non- 
communicable diseases and 
mental health. 

He noted that tobacco re¬ 
mains the biggest cause of pre¬ 


ventable death worldwide, 
killing nearly six million peo¬ 
ple and costing hundreds of 
billions of dollars in economic 
damage each year. 

Health warnings on ciga¬ 
rette packs protect more than a 
billion people in 19 countries, 
almost double the figures over 
the past two years, according 
to the report. 

It said graphic ads were 
more effective than those only 
containing text, especially in 
countries with low literacy 
rates, and recommended that 
images be changed periodi¬ 
cally to ensure they have an 
impact. 

While 101 countries ban to¬ 
bacco print, television or radio 
advertising, both direct or in¬ 
direct, the WHO considers the 
number to still be insufficient, 
noting that 74 countries (38 
percent) have no or minimal 
restrictions on advertising. 


Beijing halts sales of 
tainted bottled water 


Authorities in Beijing have 
halted the sale of 31 brands of 
bottled water after they failed 
safety tests, the government re¬ 
ported, in the latest such scare 
to hit China. 

Random market inspections 
found bacteria colonies in the 
water, the Beijing Administra¬ 
tion for Industry and Com¬ 
merce said on its website, citing 
a joint study with the capital's 
product quality bureau. 

Tests on one brand of bot¬ 
tled water — Yiqun — found that 
bacteria levels were 9,000 
times above safety standards, 
while those in Tianxing Special 
Water were 560 times higher, a 
report in the state-run Beijing 
Times said. 

The tests were carried out 
on large barrels of water and 
did not include the smaller bot¬ 
tles of water normally bought 
in supermarkets, the report said. 

Drinking the tainted water 
could lead to bouts of diar¬ 
rhoea, dizziness and vomiting, 


it added. 

Part of the problems 
stemmed from quality controls 
at factories, including the fail¬ 
ure to clean and sterilise water 
pipes and replace and disinfect 
filters, the paper said. 

China is regularly hit by 
food scares. In 2008, authorities 
found that milk tainted with 
melamine killed at least six ba¬ 
bies and left more than 300,000 
sick with kidney stones, in a 
scandal that caused huge out¬ 
rage. 

Tainted pork, toxic milk, 
dyed buns, melons laden with 
chemicals and others have also 
surfaced in recent months, 
highlighting a lack of oversight 
in China's huge food industry. 

In May, China's top court 
ordered capital punishment for 
food safety crimes that result in 
fatalities, as the government 
metes out harsher penalties 
amid rising social discontent 
over tainted foodstuffs.

— Kids love to play outside during the hot summer months, so 
parents must not forget to protect them from sunburn. 

The American Academy of Pediatrics offers these suggestions: 
•Apply sunscreen all over the 
child's face and body, and remem¬ 
ber to reapply every two hours, or 
after the child gets wet. 

Make sure sunscreen is at least 
SPF 15 and offers protection ^ 
against both UVA and UVB rays. * 

Apply it even on cloudy days. 

Dress your child in lightweight cotton clothing that covers the 
legs and arms, a wide-brimmed hat and sunglasses that offer 
UVA and UVB protection. 

Encourage your child to play and rest in the shade when the 
sun's rays are strongest — between 10 a.m. and 4 p.m. 

Be aware that spending time in or near the water usually in¬ 
creases the risk of sunburn from the water's reflection.

UN says green energy 
investment at record level 


Investment in renewable en¬ 
ergy last year amounted to a 
record 211 billion dollars, a 
rise of 32 percent over 2009 
and 540 percent over 2004, a 
UN-backed report said on 
Thursday. 

China, investing 48.9 bil¬ 
lion dollars, up 28 percent, ac¬ 
counted for more than a fifth of 
the total, marking a year in 
which developing countries for 
the first time outstripped rich 
economies in renewables in¬ 
vestment, it said. 

A combination of factors 
were behind the global surge, 
said the report. 

They included stimulus 
money earmarked after the 
2008 financial crash that was 
now finding its way into the 
market, sustained prices for 
fossil fuels, and government 
perks such as feed-in tariffs for 
cleaner power. 

The report, Global Trends 
in Renewable Energy Invest¬ 
ment 2011, is a collaboration 
of the UN Environment Pro¬ 
gramme (UNEP), the Frank¬ 
furt School of Finance and 
Management in Germany and 
Bloomberg New Energy Fi¬ 
nance. 

If large hydro dams are ex¬ 
cluded, renewable power com¬ 
prised 8.1 percent of total 
world power generation capac¬ 


ity in 2010, compared with 7.1 
percent in 2009, said the re¬ 
port. 

Despite this small share of 
the mix, renewables accounted 
for 34 percent of additional ca¬ 
pacity brought online last year. 
The report made these points: 

— The most mature technol¬ 
ogy, wind, continued to domi¬ 
nate the renewables sector, 
accounting for 94.7 billion dol¬ 
lars of investment projects in 
2010. Solar investment was 
26.1 billion and biomass and 
waste-to-energy proj ects 


amounted to 11 billion. 

— But solar very nearly 
catches up with wind if small- 
scale installations, such as 
rooftop photovoltaic (PV) pan¬ 
els, are included. 

Small-scale solar sector 
doubled in value last year, 
helped by feed-in subsidies es¬ 
pecially in Germany, France, 
Italy and the Czech Republic. 

These subsidies are now 
being pared back by govern¬ 
ments, but even so the market 
"is likely to stay strong" in 
2011, says the report. 



NEW YORK, (AFP) - World 
oil prices jumped Thursday on 
the back of positive economic 
data and signs of improving 
demand in the United States. 

In New York, the main 
contract, West Texas Interme¬ 
diate for delivery in August, 
closed up $2.02 to $98.67 a

barrel after getting within 58 
cents of the $100 mark. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
August rocketed $4.97 dollars 
to close at $118.59 dollars. 

The moves came on the 
back of tentatively positive 
data on hiring by the US pri¬ 
vate sector, as well as encour¬ 
aging news on retail sales. 

Payrolls firm ADP said that 
private businesses added 
157,000 jobs in June, a solid 
jump after the weak 36,000 
job increase in May. 

The ADP figures encour¬ 
aged sharply higher revisions 
of forecasts for Friday's 
much-awaited US non-farm 
payrolls (NFP) data for June. 

The US Department of En¬ 
ergy announced that gasoline 
(petrol) reserves fell 600,000 
barrels in the week ending 
July 1. 

That confounded expecta¬ 
tions for a gain of 200,000 
barrels, according to analysts 
polled by Dow Jones 
Newswires, and indicated 
stronger demand as prices fell 
and summer vacations began. 

Crude inventories, how¬ 
ever, were down 900,000 bar¬ 
rels last week, well short of 
forecasts for a 2.4-million- 
barrel drop. 

"It looks like WTI will test 
$100 again," said Smith. 
"There is real momentum be¬ 
hind prices." 


World food prices rose by one 
percent in June, the UN's food 
agency said on Thursday. 

"A strong rise in interna¬ 
tional sugar prices" was be¬ 
hind much of the increase, the 
Rome-based Food and Agri¬ 
culture Organisation said in a 
statement. 

The agency said that its 
index of food prices rose to 
234 points in June, 39 percent 
higher than in June 2010 but 
below the all-time high level 
of 238 points in February this 
year. 

The FAO Sugar Price Index 
rose 14 percent from May to 
June and "production in Brazil, 
the world's biggest sugar pro¬ 
ducer, is forecast to fall below 


last year's level," it said. 

The FAO Cereal Price 
index averaged 259 points in 
June, down one percent from 
May in part due to "improved 
weather conditions in Europe 
and the announced lifting of 
the Russian Federation's ex¬ 
port ban," it added. 

The FAO Dairy price Index 
averaged 232 points in June, 
virtually unchanged from 231 
points in May. 

The FAO Meat Price Index 
averaged 180, marginally up 
from May. Poultry meat prices 
rose three percent and climbed 
to a new record, while pig 
meat prices dropped some¬ 
what, the agency said. 


US private sector hiring 
recovered in June: ADP 


WASHINGTON, (AFP) - The 
US private sector served up a 
burst of hiring in June but new 
claims for unemployment in¬ 
surance remained high at the 
end of the month, according to 
new data released Thursday. 

Payrolls firm ADP said 
Thursday that private busi¬ 
nesses, excluding the farm sec¬ 
tor, added 157,000 jobs in 
June, a solid jump after the 
tepid 36,000 increase in May 
over April. 

Meanwhile the Labor De¬ 
partment said unemployment 
claims fell to 418,000 in the 
week to July 2, down from 
432,000 a week earlier. 

Both figures were better 
than economists had expected, 
but neither was stellar: the 
ADP figures were still off the 
200,000 monthly pace of job 
creation in the first quarter. 

And the jobless claims 
were still well above the 
400,000 mark, after several 
weeks in February and March 
when the weekly figures held 
below that threshold, giving 
hopes at the time of a strong 
economic recovery. 

The new ADP figures 
showed solid hiring both in the 
services sector — the largest 
segment of the US economy — 
and manufacturing, with small 
companies leading the hiring. 

But with the jobless rate at 
9.1 percent, some 3.7 million 


Americans continued to col¬ 
lect unemployment insurance 
during last month, according 
to the Labor Department. 

The pace of new claims 
was in the same range as the 
past two months and a year 
earlier, underpinning what 
economists have characterized 
as a weak spell in the economy 
during the second quarter. 

Today the government will 
release its national payrolls 
data for June, which shows the 
pace of job creation. 

The figure for May was a 
deeply disappointing 54,000 
net new jobs in May — repre¬ 
senting an increase of 83,000 
in the private sector offset by 
29,000 positions lost in gov¬ 
ernment, as authorities slash 
public spending at the federal, 
state and local level.

Potter fans spellbound by 
final film's world premiere 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Thousands of Harry Potter fa¬ 
natics screamed for the stars of 
the epic movie series as they 
hit the London red carpet 
Thursday for the final film’s 
world premiere. 

Actors from the saga that 
has enthralled children and 
adults across the globe gath¬ 
ered for the launch of "Harry 
Potter and the Deathly Hal¬ 
lows — Part 2", the action- 
packed finale to one of the 
most successful movie fran¬ 
chises of all time. 

The film sees boy wizard 
Potter take on the evil Lord 
Voldemort in a climactic show¬ 
down, the second of two 
movies based on the seventh 
and final Potter book by 
British author J. K. Rowling. 

Fans from around the world 
have slept out in Fondon’s 
Trafalgar Square, some for 
more than six days, desperate 
to catch a last glimpse of the 
film's stars all together. Organ¬ 
isers said 8,000 people had 
gathered at the event. 

Some wore sorcerers' 
capes, while others waved 
magic wands or were dressed 
as their favourite characters. 


Despite the excitement, 
some fans could not hide their 
sadness at bidding farewell to 
the Potter magic. 

Fou Ravelli, 13, waving a 
fake wand and wearing a sor¬ 
cerer's cloak, said: "It's the 
greatest day of my life. I'm a 
lifelong fan. I'll be so happy if 
I get to meet them!" 

Rupert Grint, who plays 
Potter's sidekick Ron Weasley, 
said it was an emotional time 
for the actors too. 

"These last few months I've 
been in a bit of denial, I think, 
accepting the fact that it really 
is over," he told BBC televi¬ 
sion. 

Director David Yates told 
reporters: "With Harry Potter, 
they (the fans) like the charac¬ 
ters, coming back to see them, 
it's a fantastic world that's re¬ 
ally involving and you want to 
see how it all comes out." 

Daniel Radcliffe, who plays 
Potter, is taking time off from 
appearing in a Broadway mu¬ 
sical to attend the premiere 
alongside Hermione Granger 
actress Emma Watson and 
Grint. 

The stars walked from 
Trafalgar Square to Feicester

FRANKFURT (AFP) - Brazil 
finished the group stage of 
the 2011 Women's World Cup 
as the only team to not con¬ 
cede a goal, a fact that has 
head coach Kleiton Lima 
pleased and looking forward 
to the knock-out stages of the 
tournament. 

"I was particularly happy 
with our defence. We had 
some particularly strong op¬ 
ponents. Our defence worked 
100 percent," said Lima, 
whose team registered three 
clean sheets against Norway, 
Australia and Equatorial 


Guinea while scoring a tour¬ 
nament-best seven goals - 
even with France and Ger¬ 
many. 

"Some people said our 
style of play is antiquated and 
obsolete and that we have 
problems with our defence. 
But I think tonight it was ob¬ 
vious that our defence was 
well positioned. And we have 
some great strikers to counter 
attack," said Lima, who im¬ 
plements a three-person back 
line with a sweeper. 

Despite a poor first half 
against Guinea, Lima be¬ 


lieves his team is continuing 
to improve and still hopes to 
get back to the final and this 
time win it after losing to 
Germany at China 2007. 

"I think we are on the right 
track. I know that our per¬ 
formance hasn't been the 
best. On the contrary, we 
have to make a lot of correc¬ 
tions, especially from a tech¬ 
nical point of view. I know 
my team. We are still improv¬ 
ing our style of play and I 
think gradually we'll get back 
on track and achieve our tar¬ 
gets," said Lima. 

Brazilian forward Erika 
meanwhile said expectations 
back home for entertaining 
football must be tempered. 

"You certainly cannot ex¬ 
pect us to put on a show. The 
point is to win the game. So 
you shouldn't expect a show. 
Marta, Rosana and the others 
cannot put on a fantastic 
match every time," said 
Erika, the Player of the 
Match against Guinea. 

"We were able to do that 
in the past and in the decisive 
moments we just weren't 
good enough to win titles. 

"And our people tend to 
criticize us for not putting on 
a show, for not delivering the 
performance and not winning 
5-0. But you know now our 
goal is something else. We 
want to win it all." 

Equatorial Guinea head 
coach Marcello Frigerio sees 
the African nation's first 
World Cup as a learning ex¬ 
perience which can help the 
team return to the world stage 
in four years. 

"The lesson we have 
learned is that this is a high 
level tournament. We have 
learned how you can organise 
your team. You learn quite a 
lot. And I'm sure that this 
World Cup will be very valu¬ 
able for us moving forward," 
said Frigerio. 

"If the team learns the les¬ 
sons they have to learn, and if 
they prepare properly they 
stand a good chance of mak¬ 
ing it back to this tourna¬ 
ment." 

The coach said he believes 
the people back home are sat¬ 
isfied with the showing 
Guinea had in Germany. 

"We just wanted to leave a 
good impression at this 
World Cup and finish the 
World Cup with dignity to 
represent our country," Frige¬ 
rio said. 

"This is what our people 
back home want, and I'm sure 
that they are very satisfied 
with the performance of the 
team."

ROSEAU (AFP) - India were 
eight without loss, replying to 
West Indies' first innings total 
of 204, when a combination 
of rain and bad light stopped 
play early on the second day 
of the third Test on Thursday 
at Windsor Park. 

Earlier, India off-spinner 
Harbhajan Singh became the 
11th bowler in history to cap¬ 
ture 400 Test wickets, as 
West Indies were dismissed 
for 204 in their first innings 


to usher an early tea in the 
rain-hit third Test on Thurs¬ 
day. 

But Ishant Sharma, the 
most successful of all the 
bowlers in the series, up¬ 
staged Harbhajan, taking 5- 
77 from 21.3 overs on the 
rain-affected second day at 
Windsor Park. 

Harbhajan, playing in his 
96th Test, bowled Carlton 
Baugh for a top score of 60 
about an hour and 20 min¬ 
utes after lunch to achieve 
the milestone. 

Only former captains 
Anil Kumble (619) and 
Kapil Dev (434) have taken 
more wickets for India than 
Harbhajan. 

He is also the fourth spin 
bowler to take 400 wickets 
in Tests, following in the 
footsteps of fellow off-spin¬ 
ner Muttiah Muralitharan of 
Sri Lanka, whose 800 scalps 
are the most in Tests, Aus¬ 
tralia's Shane Warne (708) 
and Kumble. 

Sharma however, fol¬ 
lowed up his 6-55 in the first 
innings of the drawn second 
Test Oval in Bridgetown with 
another impressive spell of 
fast bowling, taking his tally 
to 21 wickets at 14.04 apiece 
in the three-Test series. 

Sharma made the break¬ 
through for India, when he 
cut short a counter-attacking 
stand of 59 for the sixth 
wicket between Baugh and 
Darren Bravo, after West In¬ 
dies continued from their 
lunch-time total of 128 for 
five.

Players, owners talk again 
as pre-season camps loom 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Na¬ 
tional Football League club 
owners and players met again 
on Thursday for talks aimed 
at ending a lockout that 
began on March 12, with the 
first pre-season game only 
one month away. 

Billionaire owners and 
multi-millionaire players 
have been unable to decide 
how to divide $9.3 billion in 
annual revenues, prompting 
the NFL's first shutdown 
since 1987 and threatening 
the season's scheduled Sep¬ 
tember start. 

St. Louis and Chicago are 
scheduled to play on August 
7 in the first pre-season exhi¬ 
bition game at Canton, Ohio, 
and those teams are set to 
begin workouts on October 
23, provided there is a new 
collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment in place. 

The deadline pressure is 
the biggest push for either 
side since the lockout began 
because pushing back the 
start of training camps and 
delaying or wiping out pre¬ 


season games will cost both 
sides income. 

Talks have been con¬ 
ducted across the nation over 
the past several weeks with 
mid-July seen as a make-or- 
break point for teams to be 
able to conduct free agency 
signings, rookie contract 
deals and player trades. 

Some teams have already 
changed pre-season plans, 
moving their pre-season 
workouts to team facilities 
rather than college campuses. 

The New York Jets called 
off plans for pre-season 
workouts at Cortland, New 
York, in what state officials 
say will cost that small town 
$4.5 million, a move that 
prompted the New York state 
attorney general to launch an 
anti-trust investigation on 
Thursday into the NFL lock¬ 
out. 

While New York ponders 
state anti-trust issues, a group 
of NFL players are also pur¬ 
suing a federal anti-trust law¬ 
suit against the NFL in 
Minnesota. 


Jurors coming together in 
Clemens trial 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Embattled baseball star 
Roger Clemens on Thursday 
watched for a second day as 
jurors were chosen to decide 
his fate on charges of lying 
under oath when he denied 
taking performance-enhanc¬ 
ing drugs. 

Clemens faces six charges 
of perjury and another for ob¬ 
struction of Congress for 
denying he took steroids or 
human growth hormone in a 
2008 testimony before the 
House of Representatives 
government reform commit¬ 
tee. 

Fewer than half of the 36 
jury spots, including two re¬ 
serves for every member, that 
US District Judge Reggie 
Walton wants filled before 


opening statements begin had 
been chosen by late after¬ 
noon. 

Most of those who did 
make the cut in the jury selec¬ 
tion process said they were 
not Major League Baseball 
fans, one even saying she 
would not recognize Clemens 
even if he were in the room, 
which he in fact was. 

Walton hopes to complete 
the jury selection process by 
Tuesday. 

Clemens, who turns 49 
next month, was named in the 
Mitchell Report in December 
2007 as one of 86 players 
who took performance-en¬ 
hancing drugs but he stead¬ 
fastly denied the allegations 
and pushed for a hearing be¬ 
fore Congress. 


Agassi set for Hall of Fame induction 



NEWPORT (AFP) - Eight¬ 
time Grand Slam singles 
champion Andre Agassi will 
be inducted into the Interna¬ 
tional Tennis Hall of Fame on 
Saturday. 

Agassi, among only seven 
men to achieve a career sin¬ 
gles Grand Slam, spent 101 
weeks ranked No. 1 in the 
world during a 20-year career 
that also included a 1996 At¬ 
lanta Olympic singles title. 


The 41-year-old American 
is the husband of another 
Hall of Famer, 2004 inductee 
Steffi Graf. 

"I'm truly honored to be 
recognized alongside the 
greatest players of tennis," 
Agassi said. 

"Tennis has given me 
everything in my life. It has 
given me my wife. My tennis 
career afforded me the oppor¬ 
tunity to make a difference in 
other people's lives." 

The induction will come 
in a ceremony during the 
semi-finals of the ATP Hall of 
Fame Championships grass- 
court event. 

"We are looking forward 
to a great weekend at the In¬ 
ternational Tennis Hall of 
Fame as we celebrate the in¬ 
duction of one of the most 
exciting athletes of our 
sport," Hall of Fame chief ex¬ 
ecutive Mark Stenning said. 


Agassi won 60 career ti¬ 
tles, including the 1995, 
2000, 2002 and 2003 Aus¬ 
tralian Opens, the 1994 and 
1999 US Opens, the 1992 
Wimbledon and 1999 French 
Open crowns. 

Agassi's 1999 French 
Open triumph made him the 
first man to have won a ca¬ 
reer Grand Slam on three dif¬ 
ferent surfaces — grass, clay 
and hardcourt. 

Rafael Nadal, Roger Fed- 
erer, Don Budge, Roy Emer¬ 
son, Rod Laver and Fred 
Perry are the other men to 
complete the career Grand 
Slam. 

Agassi, who played for 
Davis Cup-winning US 
teams in 1990 and 1992, 
turned professional at age 16 
in 1986, won his first ATP 
crown the following year and 
retired in 2006 after a third- 
round loss at the US Open.

BUFFALO (AFP) - Canadian 
sports doctor Anthony Galea 
pled guilty Wednesday to 
bringing unapproved drugs into 
the United States to treat Amer¬ 
ican professional athletes.
